It becomes my duty, as auditor to state that a mistake was made 
in the warrant.to the treasurer for 1890 stating the amount of the 
taxes to be $2429.34. The records and collector’s book show the 
amount to be $2490.29. Of this amount the treasurer’s accounts 
show that $1163.50 was received last year and $1054.65 this 
year, leaving a balance due the town of $272.14. This evidently 
was overlooked as it is just the amount of the non-resident tax. 
It however becomes a complicated affair from the fact that the 
collector assumed the taxes and has settled with the town. 

The balance of the appropriation for the purchase of text books 
and supplies should be paid. Money raised for a specific purpose 
cannot lawfully be used or held for another. A better under- 
standing of the laws by which we should be governed will lead to 
« correction of these mistakes.

The number of children in town between the ages of five and 
fifteen years, as reported by the selectmen, is 87. 

A fair degree of prosperity has attended our schools the past 
year, and those pupils who have been constant in their attendance 
have shown by their progress the results of diligence and good 
instruction. 
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The first requisite for a successful school is the presence of the 
pupils. A good percentage of attendance is indicative of a suc- 
cessful school. It is the general rule that those who find the 
most fault are those who are irregular in attendance, and unwil- 
ling to submit ‘to lawful authority | Constant and regular attend- 
ance conduces to habits of. punctuality and reliability, both of 
which are nearly indispensible to success in life. In the employ- 
ment of teachers we have first recognized the merits and claims 
of home talent. Fantastic notions regarding inteVectual necessi- 
ties have been deplorably lamentable in their results, as subse- 
quent tutoring has repeatedly and uniformly demonstrated. | Ed- 
ucational dreamers and theorists are sometimes violently inter- 
rupted, and sooner or later may be confronted with naked actuali- 
ties rather than with their somnambulistic illusions. **Proven 
theories” procure knowledge, but wisdom is more than pe it 
being the offspring of observation and experience. 

A word to parents: Visit the schools often, thereby encour- 
aging the pupils. Co-operate with the teachers atid school officers 
in trying to make our schools better. It behooves us all, parents, 
friends of education, and citizens especially, to maintain our 
schools that the underlying principles of piety, justice, truthful- 
ness, love of country, humanity, chastity, industry and temper- 
ance may be impressed upon the minds of our children.
